MUKDEN, Oct 12 —A bloody battle 


Is now raging about six miles north of 
Yentai, the railroad station 
The Ja- 


panese on Sunday fell back along the 
•whole front and the Russian advance 
guards crossed the Schli river, about 
half "way between Mukden and Liao 
Yang, and came within three miles of 
Yentai, but yesteiday the Japanese re- 
ceived strong reinforcements of in- 
fantry and not only held their posi- 
tions, but even assumed the offensive 
The fighting lasted all day and nigat 
The Japanese directed their artillery 
fire with great skill and searched the 
Russian positions so fieicely that the 
Russians fell back fiom the Schli riv- 
er, which ciosses the railroad seven 
miles from Yentai 
The 
Russians 


this morning lesumed their advance 
once more, crossed the Schli river and 
engaged the Japanese two miles south 
of it 
A tes rifle artillery engagement 


is pioceeding along the entile fiont 
The result of the battle Is still unde- 
cided. 


Skirmish Between Outposts 


ST PETERSBURG, Oct 
12 —The 


seveie fighting north of Yentai, re- 
sulting in the temporal y check of Ku- 
ropatkin's advance guard is not re 
garded at the war office here as indi- 
cating a general engagement Latest 
official dispatches indicating the dis- 
position of the various coips show that 
the whole army is not yet in line of 
battle. 


The present engagement may be re- 


gaided as the lesult of a counter at- 
tack which an enterprising foe like tha 
Japanese might be expected to make,
